inae hid boen«placed. Mr. Clark had no trou- 
'le at all with the 10 acres. The wheat seemed 
ofimrlah from the start It was Inrdy and 
Ho grains were larger than from other nelda. 
Mr. Clark planted, tho 10 acres in corn, and the 
ntire field nourished through good and bad! 
easons, producing nearly 30 bushels to the 
ere more than the ground on which no lime 
was used. Specimens of the corn grown on 
he limed soil have been shown In the KEPUB- 
IOAN sanctum, and an ear Is now in the office 
or inspection. Mr. Clark has demonstrated 
hat air-slacked lime in the soil will produce 
etter and greater oropi. It is not an oiperi- 
lent. It Is a success, and he cheerfully r o- 
mmonda that other farmers go and do like- 
ise. Mr. Martin will no rioubt supply farm- 
ra with condemned lime, suitable for tfee 
nrposo, at moderate flsrurra. His office is at 
he corner of Morgan and Bast Cerro Gordo 
treets.

for Dark Places for Low lights. 


Prom Saturday Daily.

light, and there was light. The people 
were not expecting the flood of the new 
illumination quite aa soon, but it oame 
last night at 9:15 o'clock, the 80 to 100 
horse power Base engine at the water 
works being get in motion at that hour 
by Mr. Holton, of the Bass company. 
Instantly all of the forty lamps in the 
eight 125 feet lowers, in different parts of 
the city, were ablaze with the brilliancy 
of the Jenney Eleetrio Light, and the 
biggest surprise for an aee was sprung 
npon the cammumty. It was deemed 
best to make a preliminary teat of the 
plant before lighting this evening, in or- 
der to discover any defects, if sujh ezist- 
ed; bat ever thing went well, and the 
light was even and steady until 12:30 
o'clock, when the eleotno cariont was 
phut off," 


The five lamps in each tower at a dis- 


tance of four blocks looked like great 
balls of fi-e at white heat, an! their bril- 
Jhcey lit up the eiby very BBtiufaotorily, 
flooding the Bt*est3, front and back yards 
with a light similar to that shed by a 
full moon on a clear night. 


The BEPUBLIOAN reporter took a walk 


about the city, and at a distance of four 
or five b!ooks from a tower could easily 
see the time on his watoh 
After war J he 


got into a buggy with Mr. McDonald, 
tbe electrician, ani drove to diffjrent 
parts of the city to obtain the effects of 
ths light from ths towers. It was notic- 
ed that there were soma dark places in 
the business part c>( town, caused by the 
shadow of the hifih buildings, but those 
spots will bs propsrly illuminated by the 
drop lights swung into the ocn'reot tho 
streets from patent must arms, ten o't 
whioh are now here ready to be erected 
B3 soon as the (?« committee shall deter- 
mine where they shall be located. 


Mayor Kanan and nearly all members 


of ths oouaoil met at the St. Nioholfle at 
10:30 last night, and they started out on 
a two hours' tramp about tha city to in- 
spect the effects of the light. They were 
well patiified with the test and distribu- 
tion of the light from ths towers, and 
noted places at various points where low 
ights should be placed. No doubt the 
ten drop lights will be ample for the 
jresent to propnrly illuminate ths city. 
Two or more will be used on the new 
qnarc, and others will be placsd on 
W«»t Prairie, West William and other 
treets. One or more are needed in the 
vicinity of the Union depot, bat the rail- 
way companies ought to bo specially tax- 
ed for tbe expense. They ought to pro- 
'ide their own lights. 
The engine ia considered suffioient to 


iperate the plant. The present oapsoiiy 


>f tha plant with its two dynamos is si^y 
'ghts, but only fifty will be used after 
he drop lights are in place. To iaerease 
he number of drop lijjhts, whioh ia not 
onuidered neoesflury, new lamps and 
mast arms will have to be purchased.

One of the Best 
Organised 


Strikes Ever Inaugurated 


tn This Country. 


At the Sound of a Whistle Three Hun- 


dred Ken Lay Down Their Tooli 


and Walk Out

FORT WORTH, Tex., March 2.—There 


is universal eurpriae In this city at the 
great railroad strike which began here 
lost night. 
There was no intimation 


that it was coming. At 6:30 p. m. the 
whistle at the round-honse blew, and 
at once every machinist, car-repairer, sec- 
tion-hand, tiajrfjaae-handler, 
and In fact 


every man who belongs to Assembly No. 
101 Knights of Labor, stopped 
work 


in an instant. The business of the Texas 
Pacific and Missonri Pacific is paralyzed 
in this city. Enilroad officials here are 
dumbfounded. Not a word was spoken, 
not a hint was given. 


The machinery of the strike was simply 


perfect. 
Three hundred men stopped 


work. 
The «rder came from Sedatia. 


The causes are said to be numarons, but 
the chief one ia, that fl.50 per day is de- 
manded as a day's wages for unskilled 
laborers, who now receive ft.15 per (lay. 
Other reasons are the refusal to make 
efeht hours a day's work and the dis- 
charge of men at Marshal). 
The most 


serlona trouble may be expected, for 
the men aie very qolet, very determined 
and gie.itly exuspoiated. 


No height trains wont oat during last 


nigbt, and all the Ireiglit engines are In 
the TOnml-hoase. No railroad work of 
any description is being done except the 
movement of passenger trains, and even 
then no one is left to handle the baggage 
bnt the baggaijemastor. 


It Is said by some that the Texas & Pa- 


cific Is the only toad affected, but sncli is 
not tlio case. The Missouri Pacific yards 
have not a mun at work. 


Coal Minert On B Strike. 


EABMNGI ON, Ky., 
March 
2.—The 


Knights of Labor are about tliree hun- 
dred and fifty strong here, and all are ou< 
of the mines on a strike. The trouble 
seems to he that the coal companies dis- 
charged some of them, and ail the others 
followed on this account. 
One of the 


principal cousea of the strike was the 
refusal of the companies to allow the 
K.iights to hire men to see that justice 
is s;lven tlie miners In weighing coal. 
The companies think that they will have 
no trouble in getting other men in a few 
clays to enable them to supply all de- 
mands for coal. 


Street Cor Employe! Strike. 


NBW YORK, March 8.—The drivers, 


conductors, and other employes of the 
pry Dock, East River & Battery RMlrond 
Company, went on a strike yesterday 
morniiiE! on account of the refusal of the 
company to accede to the demands of the 
men for a reduction in the hours ol labor. 
The company has four cross-town lines 
running. About eight hundred men are 
out on tlie strike, and traffic on the four 
roads is entirely suspended. 


Cigar-Rollera' Strike.

rollers and bunch-breakers employed by 
Blflhop ft Co. struck yesterday morning 
against a reduction amounting to about 
twenty per cent. The men claim that 
they have been making bnt fonr dollars 
to eight dollars per week for several 
months. The union Is not involved, the 
shop being ran independently.
